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Abstract. The 63 holotypes and 20 allotypes of Cynipoidea (Cynipidae and Liopteridae) in the 
Bishop Museum collection are listed alphabetically, with added information as to their condition. 


The 63 holotypes and 20 allotypes of Cynipoidea in the Bishop Museum collection 
represent 65 species: 64 cynipids and 1 liopterid. Carl M. Yoshimoto (1962a, 1962b, 
1963a, 1963b) described 38 of the 64 cynipid species. Yoshimoto & K. Yasumatsu 
(1965) described 9, and R.C.L. Perkins (1910) described 18 cynipid species. T.C. Maa 
(1962) described the single liopterid species. 

Of the 65 species, 42 were described from the Hawaiian Is. This collection takes 
on a measure of historical importance in the light of Hawaiian entomology, as 18 of 
the 42 species described from the Hawaiian Is were collected and described by R.C.L. 
Perkins in Fauna Hawaiiensis (1910). Also, another 18 of the 42 Hawaiian species 
were collected by entomologists of the Hawaiian Sugar Planters’ Association, with 
O.H. Swezey collecting 15 of the 18. 

Some of the species were collected as part of international, inter-institutional ex¬ 
peditions. For example, the 9 type-species from the Ryukyu Is were collected under 
the auspices of the U.S.-Japan Cooperative Science Program in 1963. 

Other than the Hawaiian Is and Ryukyu Is, species were described from the fol¬ 
lowing areas: Society Is (1), Fiji (4), Samoa (1), Micronesia (3), New Guinea (3), Bis¬ 
marck Archipelago (1), and Thailand (1). 

The format used in this catalog follows Radovsky et al. (1976).
